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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Rindge: 
I herewith submit my first annual report, the ninth 
annual report of the superintendent of schools in Rindge. 
The enrollment on February 1, 1913, by schools and 
by grades is as follows:

The above table shows that the total membership of 
the Rindge schools is the same as one year ago. There 
are really twenty-two members in the Center school at 
present, but four of these are temporarily out for good 
reasons. It is a sense of gratification for school officials, 
and a commendable school spirit for the town, that so 
many scholars are carried up to the eighth grade. This 
vear you will have fifteen grammar school graduates 
unless plans miscarry, and, better still, a good many of 
them announce their intention of keeping on into the high 
school. 

The schools of Rindge have three distinct features as 
opposed to usual conditions in other towns: First, there 
is no high school; second, it is a border town on the 
Massachusetts line; and third, the schools are located in 
villages to which a great deal of transportation is neces- 
sary. I have considered the matter of centralization 
for grammar schools and perhaps a ninth grade to 
fit for Massachusetts high schools, with the Rindge 
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school board, but this is not feasible for several reasons. 
In times past, I am told, parents would not allow their 
children to go so far from home as a centralized grammar 
school would oblige them to do, claiming that it would be 
a hardship, and that they were more or less unrestrained 
in their long absences from home. Possibly this is a valid 
objection, but admitting that children might be transported 
to a centralized grammar school, there is another objec- 
tion and a much more positive one. A town may not 
spend more than twenty-five per cent. of its school money 
for transportation purposes, legally. This difficulty, I 
think, would be hard to surmount. 

I am in receipt of a recent letter from the state super- 
intendent which says that the town can vote to pay the 
tuition in Murdock school, even in the preparatory or 
ninth grade. Now the schools of Rindge cannot hope to 
teach all the subjects which are required in this grade. A 
careful observer will notice that they have grades enough 
as it is. One solution of the matter, then, would he for 
the town to vote to pay for the preparatory or ninth 
grade steps which the schools of Rindge do not offer, and 
this would make it easier: for the scholars to continue 
with their high school work. 

It seemed best to the school board and superintendent 
to maintain but three schools since the membership in the 
West, East and Center Rindge schools was practically the 
same (see statistical table, fall term, under average mem- 
bership); also to raise the teachers salaries so as to get 
Normal graduates, and seasoned teachers for the Rindge 
schools. In addition to these plans it was thought wise 
to procure assistants for the regular teachers at a small 
salary to take up the entire work of the three primary 
grades. 

In two of the schools we were unable to find a suita- 
ble assistant at the price offered, but at East Rindge the 
plan has succeeded admirably. Thechildren in the primary

grades there are the equals in scholarship of any that I 
have under my supervision in the four towns, barring 
none. There is no friction and little inconvenience arising 
from two teachers working in the same room. The chil- 
dren have their work clean cut for them, they are better 
graded than ever before, and enjoy school because of more 
individual attention. I wish we might extend this plan to 
other schools, but to do it we must have more student 
teachers. 

Number 10 was opened eleven weeks of the fall term 
for two reasons: First, to save the long ride of children 
living in that district to Number 3; and second, to save 
transportation money. With the moving away of some 
of the children, it was plain that the school should be 
discontinued and the children transported to West Rindge. 
Most of the fixtures, the curtains, books, table, etc., were 
brought to Number 3, and are now in use in that school. 

A new stove, similar in type to that recently installed 
at West Rindge, was set up in Number 8 last fall. This 
has fulfilled all expectations; it keeps the room warm and 
and the temperature uniform. I regret that I am unable 
to turn in the agency fee, for the agency for this stove is 
in other hands than mine. 

Your superintendent strongly advocates a_ school 
year of thirty-six weeks. This is the recognized standard 
in rural communities in New Hampshire. At the present 
writing, it looks as though this advance could be carried 
out this year, for there seems to be sufficient money 
already appropriated. 

I was recently ‘‘respectfully requested’’ by eleven boys 
of the Center school, ‘‘that steps be taken to equip the 
school with tools, that the boys might take up manual 
training.’’ There is plenty of room for benches, lumber 
and tools in the second story, and I urge that the citizens 
give the plan serious thought at their school meeting. It 
is getting to be a common thing for one-room schools to 
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be equipped with tools and the boys taught. to saw a 
board, use a plane, drive a nail, as well as to make 
simple things, as a breadboard, a shelf and a towel roller. 
No additional expense need be entailed from the teaching 
side, for the regular teacher, if he be a Normal graduate, 
or the drawing teacher, could imstruct. Probably $50 
would cover all expense for tools and benches to start. 

In addition, I urge the following improvements for the 
coming year: 

Repairs on the steps and out-buildings of the Rindge 
Center schoolhouse. , 

Painting the inside of Number 8. 

The purchase of about $25 worth of slate blackboards 
for the Center school, which would make the slate black- 
board equipment uniform in the three schoolhouses. 

Every school building in town should have five or six 
adjustable seats for children of the first three grades. 
This would do away with the ‘‘chalk box’’ method of 
making their feet touch something solid. 

Permit me to express my appreciation of the helpful 
attitude of the school board, teachers, scholars, and 
parents, as I helped to administer the affairs of the 
schools.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To Superintendent’ Wm. L. MacDonald: 


The report in drawing for the school year beginning 
September, 1912 is as follows: 
The work began with a study of tine autumn flowers 
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and foliage, and was followed in late October and Novem- 
ber by the study of seed pods, vegetables, fruits and 
drawings suited to the Thanksgiving season. In West 
Rindge, small posters were made for the Thanksgiving 
exercises. Between Thanksgiving and Christmas printing, 
rafha and brass work held the interest. 

The work for the remainder of the year will consist of 
paper cutting and folding, drawing and cutting of toys, 
composition, design, pose and still life, and a study of the 
spring flowers. | 

The work has been done with a great amount of care, 
pride and enthusiasm by the pupils. 

Water colors have been furnished for the upper grades, 
and have been thoroughly enjoyed by them. Crayon, 
pencil, charcoal and scissors have been the medium of 
expression. 

Here again I wish to thank the teachers for their care 
and work, and the committee and superintendent for their 
kindness in providing the supplies.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Superintendent Wm. L. MacDonald: 


I hereby submit the report in music for the year begin- 
ning September, 1912: 

The books in use in all the schools are the Educational 
Music series. Two new books of the Modern Music series 
have been provided where the material in other books has 
been finished. Individual work has been provided from a 
sight singing book. Much more of this work is to be done. 
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Outlines giving the amount of work to be done in each 
grade have been furnished for each teacher. 

There have been two classes in all the schools; one, 
the primary grades; the other, the grammar grades. 

In the primary grades much individual work is the 
principal feature, the object being to have each pupil able 
to keep the tune and read in all the keys. The upper 
grades are doing two and three part work. Ear training 
and written work are features of work in all grades, but 
more especially of the upper. The music period is divided 
into scale work, ear training, the prepared lesson and 
sight reading. 

The following is a brief summary of the principles 
taught in each grade: 

Grade I1—Tune: Major scale, staff reading. Time: 
First time motion. 

Grade IJ. Tune: Pitch names of lines and spaces. 
Time: Second time motion. 

Grade III.—Tune: Finding “Do” from key signature. 
Time: Third time motion. 

Grade IV.—Tune: Names of keys, first steps in chro- 
matics. 

Grade V.—Tune: Second step in chromatics. Time: 
Arithmetic in music; theory of common time. 

Grade VI.—Tune: Position of sharps and flats in sig- 
nature; use of all chromatic characters in writing. Time: 
Fourth time motion, fifth time motion, theory of com- 
pound time, sixth time motion, seventh time motion, syn- 
copation. 

Grades VII and VIII.—Tune: Bass clef, word reading, 
biography. 

I wish to thank the superintendent, the school com- 
mittee and the teachers for their interest in the work.

10.—To see if the town will vote to publish the history 
of Rindge, by Hon. Ezra S. Stearns, choose a committee 
to make all necessary arrangements for the publication 
and sale of said history, or act in any manner in relation 
thereto.
